A. The Armenians 
were firft of all in 
Communion with the 
Greek Church, and by 
the Council of Calee- 
don were made fubject 
td the TuriGiction of the Patriarch of Con/tancénople, 
bur failing afterwards into the Error of Eutyches, cons 
crning one only Natare in Cbrift, they withdrew 
themielves from that Communion, and at prefent hold 
the Greeks in greater Deteftation than all other Cirifi: 
ans. Norwithftanding they ftill agree in Opinion 
with the Greek Church, that the Holy Ghoft proceeds 
from the Father only, and that the Souls departed ree 
main in a Stare of infenfibiliry till the Refurrection. 
Nor do they indced differ from the Greeks 1m any 
confiderable Points, excepting thofe wherein they dif- 
fer from all other Churches, viz. Befides the already 
mentioned Eurychian’s Opinion ( which yet they en- 
deavour with nice Theological Subrilries to make 
capable of an Othordox Senfe) 1. In receiving In- 
fants ro the Eucharift immediately after Baptifm. 2. 
Jn holding their Children over the Fire as a ne- 
ceffary Circumftance in Baptifm ; becaufe John the 
Baptist told tbe People that Chrift wou'd baprife them 
wit the Holy Ghcf? and with Fire. 3. In making 
Chrifimaf-Day a Day of Faftirg. 4. In abftaining 
from fuclh Creatures as are reckoned unclean in the 
Law of Mofes,

A, Nun is derived from the Egyptian Word Nonna 
(for thofe that vow'd a Monaftic or Eremitifh State 
of Life, abounded formerly moft in Egspe ) which 
fignifies a folitary or lonely Life, At firft Nuns were 
called Moniales from the Greek Word pav@, from 
their Living alone ; but about the middle Age of 
Chriflianity the forayeer Appellation prevailed, At pre- 
fent as they are collected into Companies, and live 
in regular Societies together under certain Rules or 
Laws, neither of thefe Names can be properly ap- 
plied to them.

Inventer of the Marriners Compafi: Of which your O- 
pinion is burmbly defired. 





A. We believe the firft Perfon that farted this No- g 


tion was Fuller, a Learned and induftrious Per- 
fon, and very’ expert in the Hebrew Tongue, who 
pretends that Séfomen communicates this Invention to 
the Tyrians and Phenicians, People the moft famous 
of all others in Ancient Times tur Navigation. Bur 
the Arguments that Author produces ar¢ far from 
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making good this Conjecture. Ic is certain that net- 
ther the Greeks nof Romans knew any Thing of it, 
which certaiply con’d never have been concealed by 
them, had the Tyrians or Phenicians or indeed any o- 
ther People of the known World been Mafters of 
it. Nor is it poflible that fuch an excellent Inventi- 
on, of fuch admirable Ufe and Benefirto Manki#d 
cou'd ever be forgotten or difcontinued for the Space 
of 2000 Years. ‘here is no Doube theretore bur this 
Invention is modern, but who of all the Moderns 
has the beft Title to the Honour of it, is dificult td 
determine among fuch a Variety of Opinions ashave 
been advanced, We fhall therefore only add, that 
common Fame attributes it to Flavio of Malphi a Neo 
apolitan, who flourified about the Year of Cirift 
1300,
